"The Billy Melr Case", lAdch is the story of a handicapped 
famer vlio refxnrtedly had rfromications vith beings fron the Peleides 
Star S^rsten. In this case Mr. Ifedr proihiced photograitisiliterally hundreds 
of that), Bovie filmB, an unusual netal sanple fron one of the ehips, sound 
recording of the ships* noises and landing dxoles. He case usually has 
been denounced as a fraud, tut it really depends cn stio you believe. The 
evidence for pro and oou is epially hesavy. Althou^ both are not abductees, 
their cases would fall into the category of "OontactraB". People idio are 
contacted or clain so, by extra-terzestials to carry forth a Bessage or 
a particular proqptam.Mbst of the tine they have been proven to be hoaaass 
over the years, but there hatve been casBS vdiete there 'are really no valid 
explanations for the events that have been reported. 

The abductee is one who has been forcibly taken against his vill for 
sane sort of "Hedical or biological fgeawlnation. flSually the person or persons 
are taken after being imohilissed (idiidh nay not be the case in all reports) 
by their captors and suffer a period of nissing tine amwigst c^her p hene n en cn. 
Sene 25^ of the abductees usually have no cxxiscicnB recollection of the 
event, iftiile the renaining TS% have either full or partial recollectian. 

Ihe noBt fanous of these cases is of enurse the Betty and Barney Hill Case 
of 1961 in New Haspshire. Tears later, after e!p;ensive regression, they 
were able to recall their period of nissing tine and axdseqpjent abduction/taedical 
eaenrination by aliens. Besides their recollections there was also pltysical 
and related evidence to sipport their stcry.

7} Abductees will describe in most cases sinilar beings involved in their 
abductions. 

8) The purpose of the abduction iippears to be a interest In as a 

species and our reproductive capabilities. 

There are also several categaaries of abductees idio see n 
experiences, but for different parposes. They ares

1) Ths life long abdoctee idhd la aoiitaxed for Ms Mologicsa dewelopoent. 

2) Ihe landoB abducbee nhQ Is nsiBlly taken as part of a general randcn 

abdhicticn/bllolgical ■atd.torliig pnogoan. This Inwolve only onoc or 

tvloe in a lif^ine eqperience. 

3) Those abdhictees, botb Bale and feaele aho are usually used as sources 

of genetic material for cxoss-bceeding purposes. ScBetlnes voman are iBpregnated 
to carry cxoss-bceeds vith aneigplaioed miscarriageB resulting. 

4) Hast abductees are inilanted #lth a 3 cm ^iherlcal device usually in 
their trains via their simis areas. These devices appear to be monitoring 
and control devices. 

5) Some! abductees report being given a message that something Mg vill cxxxurr 
in the next several years. Even under deep regression the secret has yet

On the ni^it of P^joiary 4th, 1990, one Ifaria M.(her identity is aonfidential)! 
would have a very real and terrifying encxwnter with the D-F.O- phencmenGn. 

Maria, a Brazilian citizen, is a young, pretty, intelligent and educated 
26 year old wcoBn. A graduate of both college and graduate school in Brazil 
she earned her Ifaster's Degree in physio-ttieraphy. 

Maria was living in the Ikiited States as a lc;gal resident alien working 
as a cook to earn enou^ maoej to continue her education in Brazil. She 
walked in a diner in Ooran and lived in an apartnent with friends in West 
ftnnpfcOKU 

On the ni^tit of P^bruary 4th, 1990; she left work around 11;00 P.M.. 

Taking the car she borrowed frcm her friend and used for her ooninute to 
work, she headed fron her job onto the Expressway for her trip hane-Wie 
trip alcxig the Expressway was xootine for Iferia. After airtule she reached 
the exit for the cut off fOr Route 111, This would take her South to Sunrise 
Hi^way and then heme. Exiting, ^le took the road South.Ihe tine was about 
11:15 P.M.. Iferia noticed that traffic was non existent ori the road. She 
noticed no cars e xce p t for her own. 

All of a sudden, a large liminous oval objech appeared to the front 
of her car at tree top level and faced her as she droye South. The object 
was as large as the width of the four lane highway and was very bright, 
f^ria adnitted later that the light fren the object was intense and she 
had to sguint to see the road. She also said that the heat frcm the object 
was very warm and she could feel it through the windshield of the car. 

It emtinued to pace her just slightly ahead and above her. It was totally 
silent lacking any doors, windows or insignia on the object. ‘Hie surface 
of the object was smooth and she noticed there were no appendages that could 
be idcHitified as engines. Again, she noticed there was no traffic on the 
Highway. She was alone and terrified. 

Ihis situation oontinoed until she reached Sunrise Highway when the 
object suddenly rose and headed off to the South Bast. It was gone as suddenly 
as it had appeared.

The interview was video taped for our archives. 

'Ihe Richarsons conducted a in d^ith interview ihich determined no missii^ 
time experience Jhera isre no physical after effects frcm exposure to the 
light and heat of the object. The car Ibria was driving was checked for 
radiation and none was noted.During the interview, one of Maria's friends 
recounted that he believed he may have seen the object while he was driving 
along Montauk Highway in Quoque. He stated that he saw a large limLnous 
cbject shoot across the road heading South. 

Although, f&ria stated that she had no period of missing time and that 
she did not suffer frcm any ni^itmares or bizarre phenomenon due to her 
experience. The possibility of an abduction scenario was not ruled out. 

Dud Hepkins was consulted on this case. He related that tte ahsence of any 
traffic on a major Hi^way such as Route 111 was typical of lony abductions.

John and Ihith HeCahon of Raytown, Mtssauri, reported two circles in their 
sor^iUB field September 18th, 1990. Tb^ reported two girmiBK thirty to 
forty feet in diaoeter in their field. Three cdrcles have also appeared 
in a pasture southwest of O^taloosa, Kansas, and one in a field wisst of 
Topeka.

They plus 
the ABiericani circles reeadde the recurring caxip circles reported throughaut 
England during the eitpitieB. RssESutcherB there have begun to dississ the 
wind veartex theory since el^bonte rectan^ilar putt^nvs have appeared alongside 
the crop circles.
